cept so far as they repeal the whole, or any 

part of any other Act or Regulation, and except as to any act or 
offence which shall have been done or committed, or to any money 
which shall have become due, or to any fine or penalty which shall 
have been incurred, or to any proceedings which shall have been 
commenced, before this Act shall come into operation. 

II. Wheresoever, within the territories under the Government 
of the East •India Company, posts or post 
of carry i ng ht tors vest- communications are, or shall be established 

Company ^ aSt IlK * ia East India Company, the said East 

India Company sha,ll have the exclusive pri- 
vilege of conveying by post, from one place to another, all letters 
other than letters conveyed by Her Majesty's Mails, except in the 
following cases, and shall also have the exclusive privilege of per- 
forming all the incidental services of receiving, collecting, sending, 
despatching, and delivering all letters, except in the following cases, 
that is to say : 

1. Letters sent by a private friend in his way, journey, or 
vel, so as such letters be delivered by such friend to the person to 
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whom they shall be directed, without hire, regard, or other profit or 
advantage, for receiving, carrying, or delivering the saute, 

2. Letters solely concerning the affairs of the sender or receiver 
thereof, sent by a messenger on purpose. 

3. Letters solely concerning goods or other property sent either 
by sea or land, to be delivered with the goods or property which 
such letters concern, without hire, reward, or other profit or advan- 
tage, for receiving, carrying, or delivering such letters. 

But nothing herein contained shall authorize any person to make 
a collection of such excepted letters for the purpose of sending them 
in the manner hereby authorized. 

III, Wheresoever, within the said territories, posts or post com- 

_ munications are, or shall be established by 

Prohibitions. 

the .Last India Company, the following per- 
sons afe expressly forbidden to collect, carry, or deliver any letter 
or letters, or to receive any letter for the purpose of carrying or 
delivering the same, although they shall not receive liire or reward 
for so doing, that is to say ; 

1. Common carriers of passengers or goods, and their drivers, 
servants, or agents, except letters solely concerning goods in their 
carriages. 

2. Owners and Commanders of ships, steam-boats, or other 
vessels passing on any river or canal, or to or from any port in the 
territories under the Government of the East India Company, and 
their servants or agents, except letters solely concerning goods on 
board. 

IV. Every person who shall convey, otherwise than by the post, 

Penalties tor breach a l^^r not excepted from the said exclusive 

of privilege. privilege, shall, for every letter so conveyed, 

forfeit a sum not exceeding fifty rupees ; and every person who 
shall be in the practice of so conveying letters not so excepted shall, 
for every week during which the practice shall be continued, forfeit a 
further sum not exceeding five hundred rupees ; and every person 
jadio shall perform, otherwise than by the post, any services inci- 
dental to conveying letters from place to place, whether by receiving,

taking lip, ordering, collecting, carrying, or delivering a letter or 
letters not excepted from the said exclusive privilege, shall for- 
feit for every such letter a sum not exceeding fifty rupees ; and 
every person who shall be in the practice of so performing afty such 
incidental services shall, for every week during which the practice 
shall be continued, forfeit a further sum not exceeding five hundred 
rupees; and every person who shall send a letter not excepted 
from the said exclusive privilege, otherwise than by the post, or shall 
either tender or deliver a letter not so excepted, in order to be sent 
otherwise than by the post, shall forfeit for every such letter a sum 
not exceeding fifty rupees ; and every person who shall be in the 
practice of committing any of the acts last mentioned shall, for 
every week during which the practice shall be continued, forfeit a 
further sum not exceeding five hundred rupees ; and every person 
who shall make a collection of excepted letters for the purpose of 
sending them, otherwise than by the post, shall forfeit for every such 
ltd ter a sum not exceeding fifty rupees ; and every person who 
shall be in the practice of making a collection of excepted letters 
for such purpose shall forfeit, for every week during which the prac- 
tice shall continue, a further sum not exceeding five hundred rupees. 
Kvcry person who shall carry, receive, or deliver a letter, or collect 
letters contrary to the provisions of Section III. of this Act, shall 
forfeit for every such letter a sum not exceeding fifty rupees ; and 
every person who shall be in the practice of committing any of the 
acts last mentioned shall, for every week during which the practice 
shall be continued, forfeit a further sum not exceeding five hundred 
rupees.

Postage rates on let- established by the East Inftia Company, 
tt,rs * postage, if pre-paid by a stamp or stamps, as 

hereinafter provided, shall be charged by weight on letters transmit- 
ted by the letter post by sea or land, or partly by sea and partly by 
land, according to the following scale : 

On every letter not exceeding a quarter of a tolah in weight, six 
pies. 

On every letter exceeding a quarter of a tolah, and not exceed- 
ing half a tolah in weight, one anna. 

On every letter exceeding half a tolah, but not exceeding one 
tolah in weight, two annas. 

On every letter exceeding one tolah, and not exceeding one 
tolah and a half in weight, three annas. 

On every letter exceeding one tolah and a half, and not exceed- 
ing two tolahs in weight, four annas. 

And for every tolah in weight above two tolahs, two additional 
annas ; and every fraction of a tolah above two tolahs shall be 
charged as one additional tolah. 

Every packet or other article, transmitted by the letter post, shaft 
he deemed a letter within the meaning of this Section, unless it be 
a packet or other article on which a different rate of postage shall 
be chargeable under this Act. 

The rates of postage specified in this and the following Section 
may be charged on all letters or other articles which shall pass 
through any Post Office, provided that such postage shall not be 
charged on letters or other articles received through Her Majesty's 
Mails, when such letters or articles are delivered at the place of 
receipt ; nor on any letter or article transmitted by Her Majesty's 
Mails, when posted at the place of despatch of such mails ; nor on 
any newspaper received by sea, otherwise than through the E*ust 
India Company's post, and delivered at the place of receipt ; nor 
on any newspaper posted for despatch by sea or otherwise than 
♦through the East India Company's post, when posted at the place 
of despatch. 
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VII. Wheresoever posts or post communications are, or shall be 

Postage rates on established by the East India Company, 
newspapers, &e. postage on newspapers, pamphlets, and other 

printed or engraved papers transmitted by the letter post by sea or 
land, or partly by sea and partly by land, shall be charged by 
weight according to the following scale : 

1. On every imported newspaper, pamphlet, or other printed 
or engraved paper — 

If the same shall not exceed six tolahs in weight, two annas. 

Jf the same shall exceed six, but shall not exceed twelve tolahs 
in weight, four annas. 

If the; same shall exceed twelve tolahs in weight, there shall bo 
charged and take n two additional annas for every six tolahs in wei ght 
above twelve tolahs; and every fraction of six tolahs above twelve 
tolahs shall be charged as six additional tolahs. . 

2. On every newspaper, pamphlet, or other printed or engraved 
paper not imported — 

If the same shall not exceed throe and a half tolahs in weight, 
two annas. 

If the same shall exceed three and a half tolahs, and not exceed 
six tolahs in weight, four annas. 

If the same shall exceed six tolahs in weight, there shall be 
charged and taken two additional annas for every three tolahs in 
weight above six tolalis ; and every fraction of three tolahs above 
six tolahs in weight shall be charged as three additional tolahs. 

An extra or supplement to any newspaper, bearing the same date 
as the newspaper, and transmitted therewith under the same cover, 
shall be deemed part of the newspaper. 

Nothing contained in this Act shall be construed to oblige any 
person to send any newspaper, pamphlet, or other printed or en- 
graved paper through the Post Office, but it shall be lawful for all 
persons to send the same in any other manner, a

(j. In modification of Section XX., the Governor General in Council has 
directed, that all letters received by Her Majesty’s mails, or by sea, from 
places not within the territories under the Government of the East India Com- 
pany, are to he exempted from the penalty of double postage, and are to lie for- 
warder! to their destination under the provision of Section VI. Director Ge- 
neral 1 s letter of 20 th October 1854. 

The above instructions apply likewise to ship letters, which are to he treated 
as re-directed letters and charged with single postage only, under Section V 1. 
j Director General 1 s Order of 15th November 1854. 

Further, the Governor General in Council has directed, that Indian postage 
shall not be levied on English soldiers 7 letters, in addition to the British postage 
of one penny, if pre-paid. Consequently, the soldiers’ letters must not be sub- 
ject to any postage for its conveyance from port of receipt in India to the 
station at which the soldiers addressed may be stationed. The above Rule, 
however, will not apply to soldiers’ letters originally posted in India and ad- 
dressed to another station in India. Such letters will be subject to the In- 
dian Postage Rules. Director General's letter of 20 th October 1 854. 

With reference to Section XX., and the Director General’s letter of the 20th 
October 1854, Her Majesty’s Post Master General has decided, that the post- 
age on letters from soldiers and sailors in India, addressed to the United King- 
dom, must be collected in England. Letters, therefore, from men in European 
regiments, under the command of Officers of Her Majesty’s or the East India 
Company’s Services, must be franked in the usual manner, and cannot be pre- 
paid in India. But letters from soldiers and sailors in India, addressed to the 
Colonies or Foreign countries, must be pre-paid in India by nine pies in cash, 
-the equivalent of one penny. Director General letter of \5th November

I. All existing Rules, General Orders, and Proclamations issued

GENERAL RULES RELATING TO THE RECEIPT, DES- 
PATCH, AND DELIVERY OF LETTERS BY DISTRICT 
POSTS. 


Approved of by the Governor General of India in Council on 
the 12 th August 1851 


1. Wherever any local establishment may be maintained for 

the conveyance or delivery of the Police, Revenue, or other official 
communications, it shall also be made use of for the conveyance 
and delivery of private correspondence, and be designated a District 
Post. • 

2. All Office or Road establishments, attached to any District 
Post, will be under the control and management of the Officer to 
whom they may be entrusted by the Local Government. 

3. Such Police Stations and other Public Offices, as may be 
selected by the Local Government, shall be constituted District Post 
Offices, but this shall remain under the management and supervi- 
sion of the same officials who are at present in charge of them. 

4. A Letter Box, with acslit in the top or side, shall be fixed 
in a conspicuous place outside of every District Post Office. The 
words “ Letter Box/' in English and the Vernacular of the district, 
shall be painted on each box in legible characters. 

5. All letters (except those to be specially registered,) intended 
for despatch from any District Post Office, must be dropped into 
the Letter Box, No receipt will be given. Every letter posted at 
a District Post Office must have its proper postage stamp affixed 
to it. 

6. Any person, wishing to post a registered letter at any Dis- 
trict Post Office, can do so on payment of a registry fee of four 
annas, in addition to the ordinary postage chargeable on the letter. 
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„ according to i t# weight. A receipt in the proper form must, in all 
cases^be given to the poster of a registered letter, whether it be 
demanded or not. One anna of the Registration Fee will be allowed 
to the person registering the letter, the remaining three annas 
must be sent with the letter by the same day's despatch to the 
nearest Post Offica 

7. Every District Post Office will be supplied by the Post Office 
Department with registered letter covers, forms of receipt, and 
of register, and with the rules relating to registered letters. 

8. Except when it may be opened for the purpose of taking 
out the letters preparatory to their despatch, the Letter Box shall 
remain locked, the key being in custody of the person in charge of 
the Office. 

9. Fifteen minutes before the hour at which the despatches of 
the Office are usually made up, the Letter Box will be opened and 
the letters in it taken out Those addressed to places to which 
there is a direct communication through the District Post will be 
separated from all other letters, sorted and packed in covers address- 
ed to the Officers in charge of the District Post Office from which 
they yill be delivered The remaining letters will be made up into 
one packet and addressed to the nearest Post Office with which he 
has a communication. 

10. A Ckulan or Letter Bill in the Vernacular (Form 1*) will be

the book by the first despatch. At the close of the month, a 
balance will be struck, showing the postage still due to the Post 
Office on letters which have been received : this balance will be 
brought forward and a new account commenced on the first of the 
following month. 

19. All letters, which from any cause cannot be, delivered, will 
be returned with as little delay as possible to the Post Office from 
which they were received, and if any unpaid postage be due on 
them, credit for the amount will be taken in the Remittance Book. 
Unpaid letters are never, under any circumstances, to be sent from 
one District Post Office to another. 

20. A monthly memorandum, showing the number of letters 
received for delivery at each District Post Office, will be prepared 
by the person in charge, and sent on the 2nd of the following 
month to the Officer in charge of the Post Office at the head-quar- 
ters of the district. Persons in charge of Post Offices will prepare 
similar memoranda, and send them to the Post Office at the head- 
quarters of the district The Officer in charge will, before the 15th 
of each month, prepare a general statement, showing the number 
of letters posted at, and delivered through the agency of the Dis- 
trict Post Office in the preceding month.

Registration Fee. 


The system of Registration is applicable to all descriptions of 
Letters without distinction, but in the case 
of Letters for Foreign countries from India, 
extends only to the port of despatch. 

Post Masters, Deputy Post Masters, Receivers, or other Officers, 
on being applied to register a Letter, will 
demand a Register Fee of four annas, and 
will write distinctly on the front of the Letter “ Registered Let- 
ter* ; he will also stamp the Letter plainly, and enter the address 
and number of it on the left hand side of the Receipt Book with 
which he is furnished, giving the party applying, the receipt which 
he will tear out of the book, and upon which he must also enter 
the address of the Letter, so as to correspond with the ^ntry in the 
book : the receipt must also hear the impression of the Office 
Stamp . 

The Registration Fee of four annas must be paid before a receipt 


is given. 

The full address of Registered Letters must be entered on the 
Letter Chulan, and the Letter itself must be enclosed in one of the 
green printed covers that are furnished for the purpose. 

This green cover, however, must not be sealed, so that each Post 
Master may satisfy himself that it contains the Registered Letter, 
and must be enclosed in the Mail Bag of packet addressed to the 
next Transit Office. 

No Letter can be received in order to be registered, unless it is

The portion of the cover returned to the chief Office must bear a 
cleaT impression of the dated Office Stamp, showing the* day on 
which the Registered Letter reached the Post Master's hands ; and 
it may be sent open in the Bag.

No Letters can be re- posted in sufficient time and the Registration 
fused to be registered. F ee i s paid i n advance, and that th^ other

Any neglect of these Regulations, which shall involve the loss of 
a Registered Letter, will not only render the party liable to be 
called on to make good the amount of the loss sustained in conse- 
quence, but will be punished by dismissal from the service.

Caution to use care, pursued with Registered Letters, it must be 
taching^o^hebssof a distinctly understood, that the person to

It will therefore be necessary for every Officer on opening a Bag 
or Packet, immediately to seek the Letter Bill, and in the event of 
a Registered Letter being entered on it, to certify its arrival, by 
attaching his initials to such entry ; he will then place the letter in 
its proper channel for disposal, taking an acknowledgment, by ini-

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tials or otherwise, from the person into whose hands it may be givep. 
for delivery or despatch ; each Officer who may receive the Regis- 
tered Letter pursuing the same course, until it reaches the party 
for whom it is intended^ when the usual Official Receipt is obtained 
on its delivery. 

Should any entry be made on the Letter Bill of a Registered 
Letter, and such Letter (although it ought from its being separate 
from the others to be distinctly seen) cannot be found in the Bag, 
the opener of the Bag must immediately report the circumstance, 
calling in, if possible, another person to verify the fact, before he 
has touched the other Letters. 

With regard to the despatch of Registered Letters, the same pre- 
cautions must be observed, the Clerk who receives the Letter for 
despatch must obtain a discharge from the Officer to whom he de- 
livers it, and this Officer, and all others through whose hands it 
may pass, must pursue the same course. The Despatching Clerk 
will enter the Letter on the Bill, carefully checking it into the Bag, 
and will be only exonerated from his liability by the signature of 
the Receiving Clerk, at the Office to which the Bag is addressed. 

Every irregularity connected with Registered Letters must be 
instantly reported to the Post Master of the Station, and by that 
day's post to the Post Master General, in order that innocent parties 
may not be involved in heavy responsibilities, which in reality do 
not attach to them. 

Each Post Master will be responsible, that every [party employed 
in his Office is made acquainted with these Regulations, and will 
take their signature that they have perused them.

W ° banghy burdars, for which is charged, pay- 
able in advances, at the rate of eight annas 
per mile ; but, as in many instances, owing to the delay caused by 
travellers remaining longer on the road than the stipulated time, 
this sum is found unequal to the expence, a further sum of four 
annas per mile is required to be paid as a deposit, to cover any 
eventual expense or demurrage caused by delay on the part of the 
traveller. Should none occur, the full amount of the sum deposit- 
ed is refunded, upon the traveller furnishing a certificate from the 
Post Master at the place where his journey terminates, that he ar- 
rived there without incurring demurrage. It is the duty of Post 
Masters to furnish travellers with certificates, specifying, according to 
circumstances, whether, or otherwise, he has come on demurrage. 
Such certificate, it must however be understood, is only applicable 
to the Post Masters divisions who grants it, for it sometimes hap- 
pens that a traveller having incurred demurrage on part of the 
road, by travelling subsequently during those hours originally ap- 
pointed for halting, reaches the last division within the given time. 

N. B . — It is to be particularly observed, that in some district, 
bearers are with difficulty procured ; and where they have to be 
sent a considerable distance to take up the traveller, and in like

STAGING BUNGALOW RULES. 


1. Every European Traveller, and every Traveller by Dawk, 
whether a Native or European, can claim shelter for twenty-four 
hours in a Staging Bungalow, on paying a fee of one Rupee. Two 
Rupees become due for twenty-five, Three Rupees for forty-nine hours' 
occupancy, and so on. No charge will be made for children- under 
fourteen *years of age, and if a room is not occupied for more than 
three hours, a fee of eight annas only will be levied for each person. 

2. In conformity with the orders of Government, every indivi- 
dual who may take shelter in a Staging Bungalow must, whether 
travelling at the public expense ot not, pay the prescribed fee. 

3. If tents are pitched within the enclosure of a Staging Bun- 
galow, a fee of One Rupee per diem is to be paid for each tent. 

4. Whoever, without entering a Bungalow, causes the servants 
to work for him, or gets provisions cooked in the kitchen, must 
pay a fee of One Rupee per diem. 

5. Travellers are particularly requested to enter correctly,, in 
the Travellers' Book, the amount paid by them for the occupation 
of the Bungalow. 

6. Priority of arrival gives no exclusive right of occupancy 

to any individual or party; but in Bungalows on the standard 
plan, that is, in which there are two rooms, two dressing add two 
bathing-rooms, one room, one dressing and one bathing-room are 
allotted to Ladies, the other rooms and a bath-room to Male 
Travellers. ; 

7 . In Bungalows in which there is a centre common room, the 
private rooms will be allotted according to priority of arrival^ 
one-half of the accommodation being reserved, if necessary, for 
Ladies. Travellers arriving after all the private rooms are occu- 
pied will have the use of the common room and a bathing-room. 
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8. No person can claim shelter in a Staging Bungalow for 
more than twenty-four hours ; after the expiration of that period, 
he is bound to remove, if called on to do so by another Traveller, 
or by the Post Master. 

9. The Khidmutgar at each Bungalow will cook any provisions 
furnished by Travellers; but those who employ him to supply 
eatables must submit to his terms. 

10. Whoever breaks or injures anything will pay for the same. 
The servants are immediately to report when an article becomes 
unserviceable, and^get it re-placed. 

11. Tatties are provided during the hot winds, but an establish- 
ment to water them being entertained only when wanted, the 
Traveller who chooses to order it, must defray the expense, in 
addition to other charges.

LANKEEN BEARERS in the MADRAS PRESIDENCY.

Notification. — Fort St George , October 31, 1851. — Notice is 
hereby given, that from and after the 1 st Proximo, the charge of one 
anna per mile " Bearer Fund/' hitherto levied on all Travellers pro- 
ceeding by Dawks laid by the Officer of Government, will be dis- 
continued. 


The deposit required from such Travellers will also be dispensed 
with, under the terms of Rule 4 of the revised Bearer Regulations. 

The following revised Rules for posting Bearers are published by 
order of the Right Honorable the Governor in Council, and will 
supersede all previous Rules on the subject : — 

1. Rules 1, 2, 3, 4, 5 and 6, dated 3rd March 1846, axe hereby 
rescinded — the intervention of the Officers of Government being 
restricted to cases in which relays of Bearers are required.

4. To protect Government from all loss, the application for a 
Dawk, in the case of parties belonging to Her Majesty’s or the 
Honorable Company’s Services, must be accompanied by an 
assurance in writing, that all charges incurred for their Dawk will 
be paid on demand* From all other parties, the security of a House 
of Agency for the payment of all charges on demand is requisite ; 
but the Officer laying the Dawk may, at his discretion and on his 
own responsibility, accept a written assurance to the same effect in 
lieu of the above security. 

5. A set of Dawk Bearers will comprise fourteen men, viz., 
twelve Palankeen Bearers, one Masaljee and a CoWady Cooly.

6. The rate of hire to be paid to the Bearers will be^xed by the 
local authoritiea When Bearers are brought from a distance, the Tra-

7. Sets of Bearers shall receive (3) three pice each Bearer for 
every mile they travel to their post, which allowance is called travel- 
ling hire, except for such part of the road as they travel over again 
with a loaded Palankeen, for which part they shall not be entitled 
to travelling hire, unless the distance which they travel to their post 
exceeds forty miles, in which case they shall be entitled to travelling 
hire for the whole distance, notwithstanding they return over a 
part or the whole of it with a loaded Palankeen. 

8. If Bearers are detained on the road, they are to receive (1) one 
anna each for the first day, and (3J) three and a half annas for 
each succeeding day, from the party for whom they are posted, 
whether they are used or not, and after remaining three full days, they 
will be discharged, and, without further instructions, return to their 

* homes, unless notice is given for their further retention. Bearers 
carrying an empty Palankeen shall be entitled to (1) one anna and 
(6) six pice pej mile, for the distance they convey the same, in 
addition to any travelling hire to which they may be entitled under 
these Rules. 

9. When a Dawk has been ordered and circumstances may cause 
the Traveller to postpone his journey, or to abandon it altogether, he 
will be liable to all charges actually incurred in like manner as if he 
had employed it. 

10. When Bearers are posted for a Traveller, no other Traveller 
shall employ them, without the authority of the Officer who posted 
them ; but should any individuals so act in violation of the orders 
of Government, he will be liable, in addition to the hire of the 
Bearers used, to all and every extra charge incurred by the Tra- 
veller for whom the Dawk was originally laid. 

11. In order to facilitate the keeping of accounts, all fractional 
portions of a mile be struck out If the fractional part exceed the 
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half, the Bearers will enjoy the benefit of a full mile — if less than 
the half, they will not be entitled to any hire for the same. 

12. All charges of hire shall be made agreeably to the Table of 
Distances and Boutes in the Madras Boad Book. 

13. The load for a Co wady Cooly shall not exceed 50 lbs. weight, 
divided, as nearly as possible, into two equal portions of 25 lbs. 
each. 

14. All applications on the subject of posting Bearers (except 
when made on service by one Public Officer to another) shall be 
post paid, and superscribed “ Bearer Service,” in order that no de- 
lay may occur in their being opened by the proper authority. If 
this Buie is infringed, the Traveller will be held responsible for any 
charge that may be incurred consequent thereon. 

15. In all cases of charges being made, which to the parties 
concerned may appear irregular, the decision of the Post Master 
General shall be final, unless the charge complained of was made 
by the Deputy Post Master General, when alone an appeal is per- 
mitted to Government. Travellers are not, however, on this plea, 
to withhold payment from the Bearers of any sum entered in the* 
Memorandum presented by them — all such objections will be subse- 
quently adjusted. 

16. It is to be understood, that although Government "has 
directed its Public Servants to lay Dawk Bearers for the convenience 
of the public, and will cause due pains to be taken to ensure regu- 
larity and a punctual attendance to all requisitions, yet that neither 
Government nor any of its Officers are to be held responsible to the 
Traveller, for any unavoidable disappointment he may meet with 
on his journey, or for the expenses consequent thereon. 

17. All parties^availing themselves of the services of the Officers 
of Government for laying Dawks are to be held as ipso facto bind- 
ing themselves to adhere to the above Begulations. 

18. Nothing in the foregoing Rules is intended to interfere with 
Travellers applying to private individuals to post their Bearers, 
should they prefer making their own arrangements without the in- 
tervention of the Public Authorities. 



ABSTRACT OF RULES FOR THE BULLOC$ TRAIN 
DEPARTMENT. 


1st. No package is to be received for despatch by Bullock Train, 
which is likely to cause injury to other packages, or which is in 
any way damaged or not securely packed, or which is improperly 
directed : the address must be legible, and be written or painted 
on something not likely to be rubbed off or obliterated : a direction 
written on a card is not to be received. 

2nd. When a package is made over for despatch by Bul- 
lock Train, it is to be weighed or measured, and a receipt given 
to the person by whom it is posted (the counterpart of the receipt 
will be retained in the Office as a record,) and a ticket pasted on 
it, showing the date on which it was posted, its weight, and place 
of destination. 

3rd. All packages must, if possible, be despatched on the day 
* they are posted ; the date of despatch is to be marked on the 
ticket ; all packages must be entered in the Office Despatch and 
Transit Registers, and the Advice and Transit Chillauns must be 
prepared before the packages are despatched. 

4 ith. The Chillauns will be forwarded by the first Mail after 
the despatch. 

5th. Packages should be forwarded in the order in which they 
are received, and be invoiced in the order in which they were 
entered in the Transit Chillaun of the Office in rear. 

6th. Even when there may be a stoppage, and an accumu- 
lation of packages, this Rule ought not to be broken through : the 
packages received with each despatch from the rear should be 
kept distinct and separate. If a portion of a despatch only can be 
forwarded, the order of the Transit Chillaun should be observed, 
and packages first in the Chillaun should be first despatched. 

1th. Whenever a package entered in an Invoice may not 
be received, the non-arrival of the package must be notified to 
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the Office in rear : if the package not received be for an Office 
in advance, a note of its non-receipt must also be made in the* 
Forward ^Transit Chillaun. When a package not in the Chillaun 
arrives, a note is to be made in the Chillaun of the despatch with 
which it was received ; the package is to be carefully weighed; the 
correct hire from the Office of despatch (if known) is to be calculated, 
and the package entered in the body of the Forward Transit Chil- 
laun, with a remark stating the date of its receipt. 

8th. Transit Chillauns should be numbered consecutively in* one 
series for each year, from the 1st May to 30th ApriL Advice 
Chillauns will also be numbered consecutively, a separate series being 
opened for each corresponding Office : any irregularity in number- 
ing Advice Chillauns is to be brought to the notice of ther Post 
Master General. 

9th. An abstract of each Advice Chillaun, showing the total 
number of packages, their weight and measurement, and the 
paid and bearing hire thereon, is to be daily entered in the Abstract 
Register, a separate page being devoted to each Office on the Bul- 
lock Train Line. # 

10th. Post Masters will examine carefully the packages which 
may pass in transit through their Offices, and note in the Transit 
Chillaun any apparent injury which may have occurred: any failure 
in this duty will render them responsible for all subsequent damage. 
The Post Master's receipt on the Transit Chillaun must exonerate 
the establishment in rear, and any injury subsequently reported, 
will be considered as having occurred at the Office at which the last 
receipt was given or through the neglect of the Road Establishment 
in advance, should no remark have been made by the Mutsuddees 
or Guards. • 

lit A. Each Transit Office will keep up a Transit Register of 
packages despatched, and be careful to copy in the appropriate 
column any remark made on the Transit Chillaun. 

12 th. When it is necessary to forward to another station any 
package for which an Advice Chillaun has been received, it must be 
considered as a new despatch as far as responsibility for the transit 
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charge is concerned, and accordingly the Forwarding Office will debit 
» itself with, and the Receiving Office remit the whole amount of the 
charges, original and forward ; but to prevent confusion jpd double 
credits, will enter the original charge in a separate column of theu 
Registers, in which, as in the Chillaun, the original will be dis- 
tinguished from the forward charge. 

13£A When a package may be claimed by the addressee while 
in transit, before it has reached its original destination, the Posl 
Master will recover the full amount of the charge made thereon 
by the Despatching Office, and remit that sum to the Office to which 
the package may have been originally consigned, by a draft in 
favor of the Post Master of the Office of despatch, with a memo- 
randum stating the fact of the delivery of the package. 

lUh. The Post Master of the Receiving Office will weigh all 
packages received, compare them carefully with the Advice and 
Transit Chillauns, and enter them in detail in the Receipt Register; 
with remarks on the state in which they may be received. 

1 5th. The Advice Chillaun will be returned receipted, with a copy 
of any remark made on the Train Invoice, which may be applicable 
and with a docket stating the number, date and amount of draft by 
which the amount of bearing Bullock Train hire is remitted. 

1 6th. Bullock Train remittances are to be made four or five 
times in a month, and are not to be mixed with remittances on 
any other account. The Abstract Register of packages received is 
similar in form to that of despatch, and is also to be daily kept up : 
a note of any instructions from addressees, regarding the disposal of 
packages, is to be noted by the Delivering Officer on the Advice 
Chillaun in which the packages are invoiced. 

17th. The bearing hire on Bullock Train pqpkages must be 
realized before the packages are delivered, a notice of arrival 
should be sent round to the parties concerned, with memorandum 
of the amount to be paid by each ; but on no account should 
private individuals be allowed to receive a bearing package with- 
out payment : the addressee's receipt should also be taken in the 
Station Delivery Book. 
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18£A Packages for out-stations, i. e. stations not on the Bullock 
Train Line, will be consigned to the Post Master of the nearest 
Bullock Train Office, who will forward them to their destination 
according to the instructions received from the addressees, or in 
the absence of any instructions, by the cheapest and most conve- 
nient mode. All such out-station packages must be consigned to 
the care of the Post Master of the station to which they may be 
addressed. 

1 9 th . An Advice Chillaun will be sent by Letter Mail and a receipt 
given to the cooly or cartman by whom they may be conveyed ; 
the Post Master of the addressee's station will receive, deliver the 
packages, sign the receipt presented by the bearer, and remit the 
amount by draft to the Despatching Office of the Bullock Train Line. 

20th. The Register of all such despatches will be kept separate 
from Banghy or other Registers, and the despatching Post Master 
will be careful that the cooly or cartman bring back the receipt of 
the Post Master to whom the package or packages may have been 
consigned. 

21st. The Rules regarding the docketing of the Chillauns and 
returning them with a draft, as detailed in paragraph 15, hold good 
in regard to out-station packages. 

22nd. When one cart or cooly may take several parcete for 
different stations, as for instance from Agra to Gwalior, Sepree and 
Goonah, a Transit Chillaun will be sent to Gwalior, and Advice Chil- 
launs to the three stations. 

23rd. All advances drawn for the coolies, &c., for the despatch 
of parcels to out-stations, will remain until adjusted in the Ineffi- 
cient Balance of the Office by which the advance may be drawn is 
due from the Pqpt Master of the Office to which they may be 
sent. 
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Additional Rules. 

. * 

1st. Circular Order, Post Master General, N. W. P., dated Agra, 
30th May 1858, No. 4, directs that the charge for Blalock Train 
hire is to be calculated on the aggregate weight, and a booking 
fee of two annas charged on each package. 

2nd . Post Master General, N. W. P., letter No. 843, of 1st 
March 1853, directs that no fractions of half a maund are taken 
into consideration. 

3rd, Post Master General, N. W. P., letter 1 No. 284, of 28th 
June 1853, directs that children under six years of age, travelling 
by Bullock Train, with a parent or guardian, should be charged 
half the fare of an adult passenger. 

Uh. Post Master General, N. W. P., letter No. 936, of 17th 
January 1854, directs that no charge should be made for an infant 
travelling with its mother in arm. 

5th. Post Master General, N. W. P., letter No. 1248, of 29th 
March 1 854, directs that dogs and monkeys accompanying Bullock 
Train passengers should be charged half the hire of an adult tra- 
veller, and birds confined in cages should be charged by measure- 
ment, but if loose no charge should be made. 

6th. Post Master General, N. W. P., letter No. 353, of 1st Au- 
gustl853, directs that packages for places not on the Bullock Train 
line are to be charged with Bullock Train hire to the nearest station 
on the line, and from thence they will be forwarded. 

7th. Post Master General, N. W. P., letter No. 432, of 13th 
August 1854, directs that no packages will be despatched by the 
Bullock Train, which contain acids or other substances which are 
likely to cause injury to other packages in the waggons. 

StL Director General's orders of 5th October A 85 4, directs that 
all heavy Service Banghy Parcels are to be sent for the future by 
the Bullock Train, unless the real urgency be specified on the 
parcel, in which case it is to be sent by Banghy.
